PROMPT PASSAGE OF 


WAR REVENUE BILL 


URGED IN SENATE 


[BY ASSOCIATED PaEKS.] 


•Washington, Dec. 17.—Prompt pas- 
sage of the 
war revenue bill was 
urged in the senate today by Senator 
Penrose of Pennsylvania. 
Senator Penrose gave his 
views 
•when the senate reached the income 
tax section which provides for De- 
duction of rates in 1820. 
Chairman 
Simmons had 
formally announced 
that every effort would be made to 
reach a final vote on tho measure be- 
fore the holidays. 
Senator La Fol- 
lette gave notice that he would offer 
a substitute for, or move for re-con- 
sideration of the income tux section. 
Revision Later. 
Senator Penrose urged early pas- 
sage with a view to revision later. He 
favored abolishing -war excess profits 
taxes and substitution of a new sys- 
tem of flat income taxes. 
"It Is because the bill is essentially 
a war measure," he said, "that I am 
willing to support it, although dissent- 
ing from the special 1920 provisions. 
It has received more careful 'thought 
by far than 
any 'previous Internal 


revenue measure in this country. It 
is more clearly and consistently draft- 
ed and supplied with -wiser adminis- 
trative provisions than 
any 
other 


measure. 
Urges Passage. 
"I cannot discuss the fact that 1 


feel anxious as to the effect upon the 
public of the attempt to apply such 
higher rates of income and profits 
taxes as are provided. I am also con- 
vinced */hat the great body of intelli- 
gent and patriotic business men and 
taxpayers throughout 
the land are 
willing to accept these rates and de- 
elre the measure passed. 
"Undoubtedly many 
defects 
will 
have to be provided for by remedial 
legislation in the future." 
The bill's. rates, Senator Penrose 
said, it is impossible now to forecast 
the government's needs and indus- 
trial conditions In 1920-,,and declared 
that "as a continuing levy anything 
Jke the present rates would operate 
strongly to repress and 
discourage 
American initiative and 
enterprise." 
He suggested that the bill's plan of 
raising one-third of the government's 
revenue requirements by taxes and 
two-thirds 
by 
bonds is excessive. 
Pointing out that England lias raised 
during the war but twenty-two per 
cent by taxes and France only four- 
teen per cent, he added: 
"It is evident, therefore, that the. 
proportion of 
taxes 
in relation to 
loans In the United States is over one- 
third greater as compared with Eng- 
land, and over twice as large as com- 
pared to France."

"A special commission is investi- 
gating the alleged pogroms at Lein- 
berg. 
It has been established that 
the first act o'f the Ukrainians after 
occupying that city was to release 
prisoners from the jails. These pris- 
oners began to pillage the city and 
disorders naturally arose. 
"When Polish patrols entered the 
Lemberg ghetto they were 'fired upon

ROMAN INVASION OF BRITAIN 


Good Reasons for Setting August 2/ai 


the Date on Which Julius Caecar 


Landed on the III and. 


The 27th day of August, B5 B.. C., 


may, upon good grounds, be set down 
as the. day on which (Caesar Invaded 
the Island of Britain, it Is Interesting 
to learn the' method by which' a palns- 
. taking and Ingenious inquirer deter- 
mined the date- as given—Caesar him- 
self tells that he proceeded on his ex- 
pedition when little of the summer re- 
mained—when the people of the south 
of .Britain were engaged in their har- 
vest—and we learn that he returned 
before the equinox. Thus, the day must 
have been In August. He further tells 
.ns that the full moon occurred on the 
fourth day after .his landing. The full 
moon of August in, that year, as given 
by astronomical tables, occnrred at 3 
a. m. of the 31st. Hence, Caesar land- 
ed on the 27th.

It la;well known that Caesar riret 


with- greater difficulty In landing a'nd 
making. good hie first footing on the 
Island than he .expected. The southern 
Britons were a people" well advanced 
In civilization at the time. It was only 
about a century afier this that London, 
by Its present name, was a city crowd- 
ed with merchants and of world-wide 
celebrity. 


History repents Itself. England, even 


In those early days when Caesar made 
war on the yenltl,. to the west of Gaul. 


the Britons' sent a fleet of ships to 
their assistance. 


SEIZED CAPE COLONY TWICE 


Peace of. Amiens Nullified Britain's 


Capture of Holland'! South Afri- 


can Territory In 1795. 


Early In the wars of the French 


Revolution Holland was forced to be- 
come an ally of Great Britain. A Brit- 
ish fleet appeared off Cape Towo, In 
August, 1795, and the colony. surren- 
dered on September 16. For seven 
years Britain held the country, spend- 
ing fullyijelght million dollars In Im- 
proving It. Monopolies were taken off 
trade, torture was abolished, and pros- 
perity prevailed, whereas before the 
colony had been on the verge of rota. 
In 1802 the Peace of Amiens secured 
for Napoleon a breathing "spell, which 
he used in preparing still greater at- 
tacks upon the liberties of Europe. By 
this treaty Cape Colony was restored 
to Holland. War was resumed In 1806, 
with Holland an ally once more of 
France. 
Again the British captured 


Cape Colony, and when peace was defi- 
nitely settled in 1815, after Waterloo, 
Britain retained South Africa, paying! 
Holland six million pounds' sterling, 
the colonies of Demerara, Essequlbo 
and Berbice being Included in,the sale. 
The population .consisted of 28,700 
whites, holding 29,300 slaves, and 17y 
650 free Hottentots.

pressed the slave trade and .In 1834 the 


elaves "were emancipated by "the Brit- 
ish government.

Little white wooden houses In a 


broken row, like an old man's teeth; 
behind - them :a fat green Maryland 
' farm country of broad:leaved tobacco 
fields and- 
yellow wheat and deeply 


shadowed woods; before them a river 
•even miles wide of almost tropical 
green and blue, with a wooded Island 
ID the foreground shading the water 
with great sycamore nnd crowned by a 
pine grove, where nest the ospreys that 
hover all day long over the water, 
plunging like living javelins, now and 
teen, to snatch fish of dazzling sliver 
from a river of polished jade. 
Such, irapressionieticnlfy, Is Rock 


Point, Md., where all summer long 
many Washlngtonlans go to catch flsh. 
The place is not at all fashionable; 
there is no hotel worthy of the name, 
and the prices of everything are alto- 
gether too low to attract the "best peo- 
ple." 
Even the fact that at least one cabi- 


net officer, a senator or two nnd sev- 
eral congressmen go regularly to Rock 
Point does not seem to add to Its dig- 
nity or to endow it-rvlth the rank of a 
real summer resort Somehow even a 
senator loses his value as a social or- 
nament when he puts/on a pair of 
overalls and yells and gets excited over 
a four-pound sea trout.
